Are tenants complai nts 
legitimate or excuses? 
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by GLORIA DAVIS 

The News article on Trevor House, an 
apartment building at the intersection of 
North Ave. and Trevor Rd., which has been 
red tagged for life safety violations by the 
Lake County Building and Zoning 
authorities, drew responses from the 
Michael.Erde, the attorney representing the 
property's owners, Antioch Commercial Co., 
the manager, who has asked to have her 
name withheld, and some of the tenants. 

Whether or not the tenants are holding rent 
back in protest of the property's condition or 
just bad payers is not the issue. The main 
issue is ttiat the housing authorities found 
safety violations there that did not occurr 
justsince the protests began in August. 

Erde objects to the article's report that 
present rental charges at Trevor House may 
be too high for apartments in a building that 
has l)ebn red tagged by the county . _ 

One of the complaining tenants' rent was 
$70 per week. The hew lease issued everyone_ 
at the end of August, after most of the ten- 
ants had refused to pay their rent until 
repairs were done to the property, had her 
rent at $280 per month plus heat costs of $43 
and electricity of.$21, totaling $344'pius $300 
deposit.

The amoratising of the utility charges was 
q uestioned since there are no individual 
meters and different amounts of peoplein" 
each apartment. 

A check with two local realty firms 
revealed many two bedroom apartments, 
with rents starting at $350, including heat, in 
late model brick apartment buildmgs that 



are closer to Antioch' s business and com- 
mercial area, and its parks and schools. 

These buildings have also not been red 
tagged for building violations. 

Erde claimed the article was one sided and 
the paper had not interviewed all his tenants. 
He produced three letters of recom- 
mendation for his company's rental prac- 
tices, two from anonymous tenants, one from 
Trevor House who claims to be afraid of the 
other tenants. 

Fear seems to be running rarnpant in this 
situation. The tenant that brought this, 
situation to the attention of the- News wants 
anonimity because she is afraid of the 
manager. The manager wants her name 
deleted because the revealing of her 
whereabouts will put her in personal danger 
and now we have someone afraid of the other 
tenants. ^ 

The News talked to four of Erde's tenants, 
he>himself and the manager and printed. 
what-they-had_to.say about the. situation 



The other letter of recommendation .was' 
from tenants in another rental property 
belonging to Antioch Commercial and han- 
dled by Erde and the same manager. 

Kent and Linda Ravens seem more than 
satisfied with their dealings with Erde but: 
then they do not live in Trevor House. 

They raveabout the manager andeven- 
mention "she attends church with us, her 
children play with ours and ours play with 
hers;",

The allocations are not definite because 
there are still two more drainage studies 1^0 
come in to the county and the cost of these 
may change the amount of the Community 
Block Grant Funds to be distributed among 
the targeted flood areas. 

The solving of the long-time flooding 
problems that have plagued the residents of 
Felters Subdivision in Antioch Township 
holds first priority on the list of the 
engineering study that deals with the solving 
of drainage problems of nine subdivisions in 
the township. 

Robert Devery, engineer hired by the 
township to make a. study a recommend 
solutions to these problefns, spoke at a 
meeting of the township board and represen- 
tatives of the subdivisions. 

According to Devery, "the drainage. 
systems of the subdivsions are out of date 
and drainage pipes are too narrow to handle 
flooding problems. 

The engineer also said that each separate 
area has its own problems with an estimated 
$50,000 price tag on each solution, adding up 
to a total estimated necessary expenditure of 
$800,000. 

The township presently has $119,000 
available for the project with hopes of more 
grant monies to come. 

Antioch Township Supervisor Jim Fields 
outlined the necessity for the biggest flooding 
areas to be taken care of first and Felters 
was so designated. 

Bigger drainage pipes arid a retention pond 
were among the corrective measures plan- 
ned in that subdivision. 

The other eight subdivisions having like 
problems are Crandall's, California Ice and 
Coal, Shannon, ChanneLLakeBluffs. Wood-, 
crest, Channel Lake Shores, Morley's and 
Grandview. 

Fields added that the township will try to 
pay for the engineering study and the on- 
sight inspections. . . *
